E FO RE we enter upon the duties of 
the operative Maſon, in the various of- 
fices and ſtations to which he may be called 
in the Lopor, it is proper to give ſome 
account of the temper and qualities which are 
abſolutely requiſite in all who aſpire to par- 
take of the ſublime honors and advantages, 
belonging to thoſe who are duly initiated in- 
to the myſteries, and inſtructed in the * 6 
ANCIENT MASONRY. i

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$xcT. I. Concerning Gop and ReLG1on, | 


Wnokvzk, from love of knowledge, in- 
tereſt, or curioſity, deſires to be a Maſon, is 
to know that,, as his foundation and great 
corner- ſtone, he is to believe firmly in the 
ETERNAL Gop, and to pay that worſhip 
which is due to him; as the great Architect 
and Governor of the univerſe. A Maſon is 
alſo obliged, by his tenure, to obſerve the 
moral law, as a true Noachida *; and if he 
rightly underſtands the royal art, he cannot 
tread in the irreligious paths of the unhappy _ 
libertine, the deiſt, or ſtupid atheiſt; nor, in 
any caſe, act againſt the great inward light of 
his own | conſcience, 


HE will likewiſe ſhun the groſs errors of 
55 bigotry and ſuperſtition; making a due uſe 
of his own reaſon, according to that liberty 
wherewith a Maſon is made free. For al- 
though, in ancient times, the Chriftian Ma- 
ens were CHARGED to comply with the 
Chriſtian uſages of the countries where they 
ſojourned or worked (being found in all na- 
tions, and of divers religions and perſna- 
fions) yet it is now thought moſt expedient 


[ . that the brethren 1 in general thould only be 


CHAR» 
tg, Þ Sons of Noah; the firſt name for F ree-Maſons, 
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CHARGED to adhere to the eſentials of reli- 
gion in which all men agree; leaving each 
brother to his own private judgment, as to 
particular modes and forms. Whence it fol- 
lows, that all Maſons are to be good men and 
true men of honour and honeſty, by what- 
ever religious names or perſuaſions diſtin- 

guiſhed; always following that golden pre- 
cept of doing unto all men as (upon a 
te change of conditions) they would that all 


N ſhould do unto them.” 


Tn us, ſince Maſons, by their tenure, 
muſt agree in the three great articles of 
Noan, Maſonry becomes the center of 

union among the brethren, and the happy 
means of conciliating, and cementing into 
one body, thoſe who might otherwiſe have 


remained at a perpetual diſtance ; thereby 


ſtrengthening and not weakening the divine 
— of RELIGION and LOVE ! 


_ SECT. I . Concerning Government and the 
Civil Magitrate. - A X . 


Wuorvrx would be a true Maſon is fur- 
ther to know that, by the rules of his art,

his obligations as a ſubject and citizen will 


not be relaxed but enforced. He is to be a. 


lover 
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lover of quiet, peaceable and obedient to the 
civil powers, which yield him protection, 
and are ſet over him where he reſides or 
works; ſo far as they infringe not the limit- 
ed bounds of reaſon and religion. Nor can 
a real craftſman ever be concerned in plots 


: againſt the ſtate, or be diſreſpectful to the 


magiſtr acy; becauſe the welfare of his coun- 


try is his Peculiar care. 


Bur if any brother, by forgetting for a 
time the rules of his craft, and liſtening to 
evil councils, ſhould unhappily fall into a 
_ contrary conduct, he is not to be countenan- 
ced in his crimes or rebellion againſt the 
ſtate; but he forfeits all benefits of the 
Lodge, and his fellows would refuſe to aſſo- 


ciate or converſe with him in private, while 


he continues in his crimes; that neither of- 
fence nor umbrage may be given to lawful 
government. But ſuch a perſon is ſtill con- 
ſidered as a Maſon, his character as ſuch be- 
ing indefeaſible; and hopes are to be enter- 
tained, that the rules of the craft may again 
prevail with him over every evil council and 
device that may have led him aſtray. 


FroM this quiet and meek temper of true 
Maſons, and their conſtant deſire to adorn 
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the countries where they reſide with all uſe- 
ful arts, crafts and improvements, they have 
been, from the earlieſt ages, encouraged and 
protected by the wiſeſt rulers of ſtates and 
commonwealths, who have likewiſe thought 
it an honor to have their names enrolled a- 
mong the fraternity. And thus Maſonry 
having always flouriſhed moſt in the moſt 
fiourithing and peaceable times of every coun- 
try, and having often ſuffered in a particular 
manner through the calamitous effects of 
war, bloodſhed and devaſtation, the craftſ- 
men are therefore the more ſtrongly engaged 
to act agreeable to the rules of their art, in 


following peace and love, as far as poſſible, 
with all men. 


SecT. III. Concerning private Qualities and 
ä 


Is regard to HIMSELF, whoever would be 
a Maſon ſhould know how to practiſe all the 
private virtues. He ſhould avoid all manner 
of intemperance or exceſs, which might ob- 
ſtruct his performance of the laudable duties 
of his craft, or lead him into crimes which 
would reflect diſhonour upon the ancient 
fraternity. He is to be induſtrious in his 
profeſſion, and true to the Lord and Maſter . 
n he 
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he ſerves. He is to labour juſtly, and not 
to eat any man's bread for nought; but to 


pay truly for his meat and drink. What 


leiſure his labour allows, he is to employ in 


b | ſtudying the arts and ſciences with a diligent 


mind, that he may the better perform all his 
duties (as aforeſaid) to his Creator, his coun- 
try, his neighbour and himſelf. For in a 
few words,—** To walk humbly in the light 
of God, to do juſtice and love mercy,” 
are the true indiſpenſible characteriſtics of a 
real free and Maſon. 


F OR the better attainment of theſe ſhining 


=: qualities he is to ſeek and acquire, as far as 


poſſible, the virtues of patience, meekneſs, 
ſelr-denial, forbearance and the like, which 
give him the command over himſelf, and 
enable him to govern his own family with 
affection, dignity and prudence; at the ſame 
time checking every diſpoſition injurious to 
the world, and promoting that love and 
ſervice, which brethren, of the ſame Lodge 
or houſhold, owe to each other. Therefore, 
to afford ſuccour to the diſtreſſed, to divide 
our bread with the induſtrious poor, and to 
put the miſguided traveller into the way, are 
_ qualities inherent in the craft, and ſuitable 
to 


to ſhut his ear my to the complaints 

of any of the human ſpecies; yet when a 
brother is oppreſſed or ſuffers, he is in a 
more peculiar manner called to open his 
whole ſoul in love and compaſſion to him, 


and to relieve without prejudice, according 


to his capacity. 7 


I is further neceſſary that all who would 


be true Maſons ſhould learn to abſtain from 
all m 


and ſlander, evil-ſpeaking, back- 
5 biting, unmannerly, ſcornful, provoking, re- 


proachful and ungodly language; and that 
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to its dignity. But though a Maſon is never 


he ſhould know how to obey thoſe who are 1 


ſet over him on account of their ſuperior 
qualifications as Maſons, however inferior 


they may be in worldly rank or ſtation. For 


although Maſonry diveſts no man of his tem- 
poral honors, or titles, but on the contrary 

highly reſpects them, yet, in the Lodge, 
pre-eminence of virtue and knowlege in the 
royal art is conſidered as the true fountain 
of all nobility, rule and government. 


THe laſt quality and virtue which I ſhall 


mention, as abſolutely requiſite in thoſe who 


would be Maſons, is that of stcrecy ; 


which indeed, from its importance, ought. 


C2  -; 
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to have held the firſt place in this chapter, 
if it had not been intended to treat of it 
more fully, as a conclulion of the whole. 


So GREAT ſtreſs is laid upon this particu- 
lar quality or virtue, that it is enforced a- 
mong Mafons under the ſtrongeſt penalties 5 
and obligations; nor, in their eſteem, is any .- 

man to be counted wisE, who is void of in- 

tellectual ſtrength and ability ſufficient to 
cover and conceal ſuch honeft ſecrets as are 
committed to him, as well as his off more 
_ ſerious affairs. Both ſacred and profane hi- 
Tory teacheth us that numerous virtuous at- 
tempts have failed of their intended ſcope 
and end, through defect of ſecret concealment. 


Tur ancient philoſophers and wiſe men 
(th: Princes of whom were Maſons) were ſo 

fully perſuaded of the great virtue of SECRE- 
cy, that it was the firſt leſſon which they 
taught their pupils and followers. Thus, 
in the ſchool of Pythagoras, we find it was a 
rule that every noviciate was to be ſilent for 
a time, and refrain from ſpeaking, unleſs 
when a queſtion was aſked ; to the end that 
the valuable ſecrets which he had to com- 
municate might be the better preſerved and 
valued. Lycurgus made a perpetu. 1 law, 
obliging 
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obliging every man to keep ſecret whatever 
was committed to him, unleſs it were to the 
injury of the ſtate. And Cato, the Roman 
| Cenſor, told his friends, that of three things 
(if ever he happened to be guilty) he always 
repented, viz.—1ſt. F he divulged a ſecret ; 
2d. If he went on water, when he might 
| ſtay on dry land; and zd. If he ſuffered a 
day to paſs without doing (or endeavouring 
to do) ſome Goop. We allo read that the 
Perſian law puniſhed the betraying of a ſecret 
more grievouſly than any other common 
crime. 


No is the virtue of sECRECY recom- 
mended only by the wiſeſt heathen philoſo- 
phers and law-givers; but likewiſe by the

_* ſecret to another, left he that heareth it

We ſpeak 
next of the external qualities, and the ſteps 


3 purſued, in order to obtain initiation 


and admiſſion into a duly warranted Lodge of 
ancient r ork- Maſons. 


B it known to you then, in the firſt 
place, That no perſon is capable of becom- 
ing a member of ſuch a Lodge, unleſs (in 
addition to the qualities and virtues men- 
tioned above, or at leaft a diſpoſition and 
capacity to ſeek and acquire them) he is alſo 


. born; of mature and diſcreet age; of 


good report; of ſufficient natural endow- 


ments and the ſenſes of a man; with an 


« eſtate, office, trade, occupation, or ſome 


viſible way of acquiring an honeſt liveli- 
« hood, and of working in his craft, as 
« becomes the members of this moſt an- 
« cient and honorable fraternity, who ought 
not only to earn what is ſufficient for 
„ themſelves and families, but likewiſe 
« ſomething to ſpare for works of charity, 
and for ſupporting the ancient grandeur 
« and dignity of the royal craft. Every 
08 perſon defiring admiſſion muſt alſo be up- 
Wn right i in body, not deformed or diſmem- 
| (C bered, 
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« bered, at the time of making, but of hale 
_ « and entire limbs, as a MAN ought to be.“ 


Tuus, you ſee, a ſtrict (although private 
and impartial) enquiry will be made into 
your character and ability, before you can 
be admitted into any Lodge; and by the 
rules of Maſonry, no friend, who may wiſh 
to propoſe you, can ſhew you any favour in 
this reſpect. But if you have a friend who 
is a Maſon, and is every way ſatisfied in theſe 
various points and particulars, his duty is 
deſcribed as follows, viz.—— HE 


SzcT. IV. Concerning the propoſing new 
F. . „ Ladee. 


Exxx perſon deſirous of being made 
a free Maſon in any Lodge ſhall be propoſed 
by a member thereof, who ſhall give an 
account of the candidate's name, age, quali- 
ty, title, trade, place of reſidence, deſcrip- 
tion of his perſon, and other neceſſary re- 
quiſites, as mentioned in the foregoing ſec- 
tions. And it is generally required that ſuch 
propoſal be alſo ſeconded by ſome one or more 
members, who likewiſe know ſomething of 
the candidate. Such propoſal ſhall alſo be 


made 
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made in Lodge * hours, at leaſt one Lodge- 
night before initiation; in order that the 
brethren may have ſufficient time and op- 
portunity to make a ſtrict enquiry into the 
morals, character and circumſtances of the 
candidate; for which purpoſe, a ſpecial 
committee is ſometimes appointed.” 


«© TE brother who propoſes a candidate 
ſhall, at the ſame time, depoſit ſuch a ſum 
of money for him as the rules or bye-laws 
of the Lodge may require; which is forfeit- 
ed to the Lodge if the candidate ſhould not 
attend according to his propoſal; but is to 

be returned to him if he ſhould not be ap- 

proved or elected. In caſe he is elected, he 
is to pay (in addition to his depoſit) ſuch 
further ſum as the laws of the Lodge may 
require, and cloathe the Lodge, or make ſome 
other preſent, if his circumſtances will ad- 
mit, and the brethren agree to accept the 
ſame for the benefit of the _ and of di- 
ſtreſſed members. 


HavixG ſhewn that a ſtrict enquiry will 
be made into your character, juſtice requires 
__ that | 


» Taar is from March a 25th, between 
the hours of ſeven and ten; and from September 25th ta 


March 25th, between the hours of fix and nine, 
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that you ſhould alſo be adviſed to be alike 
circumſpect on your fide, and to make en- 
quiry into the character of the Lodge into 
which you defire admiſſion; for there is no 


excellence without its oppoſite, and n no true coin 
without counterfeits. 


In the firſt place, then, you have a right, 
before admiſſion, to defire your friend to 
ſhew you the warrant or diſpenſation by which 
the Lodge is held ; which, if genuine, you 
will find to be an inſtrument printed or writ- 
ten upon parchment, and ſigned by ſome 
noble Grand Maſter, his Deputy, and Grand 
Wardens, and Grand Secretary; ſealed with 
the Grand Lodge Seal; conſtituting particu- 
lar perſons (therein named) as Maſters and 
Mardent, with full power to congregate and 

hold a Lodge at ſuch a place, and therein 
make and admit Free-Maſons, according 

* to the moſt ancient and honourable cuſtom 
«« of the royal craft, in all ages and nations, 
« throughout the known world, with full 
„power and authority to nominate and 
&© chuſe their ſucceſſors, &c.” 


| Yov may alſo requeſt the peruſal of the 
bye laws, which, being ſhort, you may read 
in the preſence of your friend; or he will 
read 
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read to you, and ſhew you alſo a liſt of the 
members of the odge; by all which you 
will be the better able to judge whether you 
would chuſe to aflociate with them, and 
ſubmit to be conformable to their rules. Be- 
ing thus free to judge for yourſelf, you will 

not be liable to the dangers of deception, 
nor of having your pocket picked by impo- 

ſtors, and of being perhaps afterwards laugh- 
ed at into the bargain; but, on the contrary, 
vou will be admitted into a ſociety, where 
vou will converſe with men of honour and 
| honeſty; be exerciſed in all the offices of 
brotherly love; and be made acquainted 
with myſteries of which it is not lawful to 
ſpeak further, or to reveal, out of the Lodge.

ITEY I Concerning 2 Lope and its Ge- 


verument. 


1. A Lopct is a place in which Maſons 


meet to work. The aſſembly, or organized 
body, of Maſons, is alſo called a Logge; juſt 


as the word Chuxck is expreſſive both of 
the congregation of people, and of the place 


m which they meet to worſhip, 


2. Tur qualities requiſite in thoſe who 
are to be admitted as members of a Lodge 
have been fully mentioned in the foregoing 
chapter; and it is only neceſſary to repeat 
here in general that they are to be © men of 


good report, free-born, of mature * age, 
* hale and ſound, not deformed or diſmem- 


>; > © bered 


* Taar is, of the age of faventy-one ; * this is a proper 
rule for general obſervation, before a perſon can be advanced 
to the ſublime degree of Mafter Majon ; yet, in America, 
where perſons come ſooner to maturity than in the more 
northern Furopean countries, this rule is ſometimes diſpenſed 
with, eſpecially in favour of perſons going abroad or to travel. 
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«« here at the time of their — and no 
* woman dr eunuch.“ 


3. A Lopor ought | to aſſemble for work 
at leaſt once in each kalendar month ; and 
muſt confiſt of ove MASTER, two WAR- 
DENs, ſenior and junior, one SECRETARY, 
one TREASURER, and as many members as 
the Maſter and the majority of the Lodge 
ſhall frem time to time think proper ; al- 
though more than forty or fifty (when they 
can attend regularly, as the wholeſome rules 
of the craft require) are generally found in- 
convenient for working to advantage, and 
therefore, when a Lodge comes to be thus 
numerous, ſome of the ableſt maſter-work- 

men, and others under their direction, will 
obtain leave to ſeparate and apply to the 
Grand Lodge for a warrant to work by 
' themſelves, in order to the further advance- 


ment of the craft, as the laws hereafter to 


be delivered will more particularly ſhew. 

But ſuch warrant cannot be granted to any 
number of Maſons, nor can a new Lodge be 
formed, Unleſs there be among them TREE 

- Maſter Maſons to be notninated and inftalled 

| officers, for governing and inſtructing the 


brethren of ſuch Lodge, and promoting them 
in due time according to their merit. 


4. War 
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4. Wu men of eminent quality, learn- 
ing, rank or wealth, apply to be made and 
admitted into the Lodge, they are to be ac- 
cepted with proper reſpect, after due exami- 
nation; for among ſuch are often found thoſe 
who afterward prove good Lords, or Found- 
ers, of work; excellent officers and the 
ableſt deſigners, to the great honour and 
ſtrength of the Lodge. From among them 
alſo the fraternity can generally have ſome 
noble, honourable or learned GRAN D Ma- 


 S$STER, and other GRAND Orricers. But 


ſtill thoſe brethren are equally ſubject to all 
the charges and regulations, except in what 
more immediately concerns operative Ma- 
ſons; and their preferment, as well as the 
preferment of all other Maſons, muſt be go- 
verned by the general rule; that is to ſay, 
founded upon real worth and perſonal merit, 
and not upon mere ſeniority or any other 
particular rank or quality. 


5. In order that due decorum be obſerved, 
while the Lodge is engaged in what is ſerious 
and ſolemn, and for the better preſervation 
of ſecrecy and good harmony, a brother well 
ſkilled in the Maſter's part ſhall be appointed 
and paid for tyling the Lodge door, during the 
time of communication. 


6. Every 
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6. Every Lodge ſhall keep a book, con- 
. taining their bye-laws, the names of their 
members, with a liſt of all the Lodges under 
the ſame Grand Lodge and united in general 
communication, with the uſual times and places 
of meeting in ſuch Lodges, and ſuch other 
neceſſary parts of their tranſactions as are 
Proper to be written. 


7. No Loben ſhall make more than Five 
neo brethren at one time, unleſs by diſpen- 
ſation from the Grand Maſter, or Deputy in 


5 his abſence; nor ſhall any perſon be made or 


admitted a member of a Lodge without be- 
ing propoſed one month before, that due no- 

tice may be given to all the members to 
make the neceſſary enquiries into the candi- 
date's character, and that there may be ſuch 
unanimity in the election and admiſſion of 
members as the laws require; nor can there 
be any diſpenſation in this caſe, becauſe una- 
nimituy is eſſential to the being of every Lodge, 
and its own members are the beſt judges in 
this matter; for if it were allowed that any 
foreign or even ſuperior juriſdiction might im- 
poſe a fractious or diſagreeable member upon 
them, it might deſtroy their harmony, and 
would intrench upon their /berty, to the great 


injury, if not the total diſſolution, of ſuch

8. Every Lodge has the right to keep 
itſelf an entire hd, and therefore no num 


ber of brethren can withdraw or ſeparate 


themſelves from the Lodge in which they 


were made, or were afterwards admitted 
members, unleſs ſuch Lodge becomes too nu- 
merous for working; nor even then, unleſs 
they pay up all dues to their Lodge, and 
give them notice that they intend to apply 
to the Grand Lodge for a diſpenſation to ſe-

He muſt attend all meetings, whether flated 
or emergent, when duly ſammoned, unleſs 
he can offer to the Maſter and Wardens ſuch 
plea of neceſſity for his abſence as the ſaid 
laws and regulations admit. 


By the ancient rules and uſages of Maſoa- 
ry (which are generally adopted among the 
| bye-laws of every Lodge} no plea was judged 
ſufficient to excuſe any abſentee, unleſs he 
could ſatisfy the Lodge that he was ſick, 
lame, in confinement, upwards of three 
miles from the place of meeting, or detained 
by ſome extraordinary and unforeſeen neceſ- 
fity.

AlL Maſons ſhould work hard and ho-— 


N on — WM. ; that they may live 
reputa- 
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reputably, and appear in a decent and be- 
coming manner on holidays. All the work- 
ing hours appointed by law, or confirmed 
by cuſtom, are to be ſtrictly obſerved under 

the penalties and fines hereafter to be laid 

down. The hours of working are from 
ſeven o'clock in the evening till ten, be- 
_ «« tween the 25th of March and the 25th of 
* September; and from fix till nine between

” March. as 


Tux Maſter and Maſons ſhall faithfully 
finiſh the Lord's work, whether taſk or jour- 
ney; nor ſhall they take the work at taſk 
which hath been accuſtomed to journey. 


None ſhall envy a brother's proſperity, nor 
ſupplant or put him out of his work, if ca- 
pable to finiſh it. 


Avi L. Maſons ſhall weekly receive their 
wages without murmuring or mutiny, nor de- 
ſert the Maſter till the Lord's work is finiſh- - 
ed. They muſt avoid all unbecoming modes 
of expreſſion, calling each other brother and 
fellow, both within and without the Lodge, 
with much courteſy as beſeemeth. They 
| all inſtruct che younger brothers to become 
| bright 
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bright and expert workmen, that the Lord's 
materials may not be ſpoiled. But, as free 
and accepted Maſons, they muſt not allow 
Comans to work with them; nor even be 
themſelves employed by. Cowans, without 
an urgent neceſſity. And when ſuch. neceſ- 
 fity happens, they ſhall have a ſeparate com- 
munication, and not ſuffer Cowans to learn 
from them; nor any labourer to be employed 


in the proper work of Free-Maſons. 


2: Of Behaviour i in the Lodge, while open. 
| Waite the Lodge 1s open for work, 
Maſons muſt hold no private converſation or 


| committees, without leave from the Maſter; - 


nor talk of any thing foreign or impertinent 
to the work in hand, nor interrupt the Ma- 
ſter or Wardens, or any brother addreffing 
| himſelf to the Chair; nor act ludicrouſly 
while the Lodge is engaged in what is ſerious 
and ſolemn; but every brother ſhall pay due 
reverence to the Maſter, the Wardens, and 
all his fellows, and put them to worſhip. 


Every brother found guilty of a fault 
ſhall ſtand to the award of the Lodge, unleſs 
he appeals to the Grand Lodge: But if a 
Lord's work be hindered in the mean while, 
a particular reference may be made.

In ſuch caſe you are to ſalute each other 
in a courteous manner, as you are, or may 
be inſtructed in the Lodge; calling each 
other brother; and freely communicating 
hints of knowledge, but without diſcloſing 
ſecrets, unleſs to thoſe who have given long 
proof of their taciturnity and honour; and 
taking care in all your actions and converſa- 
tion that you are neither overſeen or over- 
heard of ſtrangers. In this friendly inter- 
courſe, no brother ſhall derogate from the 
reſpect due to another, were he not a Maſon.

or elſe recommending them to employment.

FREE and accepted Maſons have ever been 
charged to avoid all manner of flandering, 
and back-biting of true and faithful brethren, 
with all malice and unjuſt reſentment, or 
talking diſreſpectfully of a brother's perſon 
or performance. Nor muſt they ſuffer any 
others to ſpread unjuſt reproaches or calum- 
nies againſt a brother behind his back, nor

ther, and give him notice of any danger or 
injury wherewith he may be threatened, to 
enable him to eſcape the ſame, as far as is 
conſiſtent with honour, prudence, and the 
ſafety of religion, —_— and the ſtate, but 
no further. :

Ir a brother do you injury, or if you have 
any difference with him about any worldly 
or temporal buſineſs or intereſt, apply firſt 
to your own or his Lodge, to have the matter 
in diſpute adjuſted by the brethren. And if 
either party be not ſatisfied with the deter- 
mination of the Lodge, an appeal may be 
carried to the Grand Lodge; and you are 
never to enter into a lau- ſuit, till the matter 


Cannot be decided as above. And if it be a 


matter that wholly concerns Maſonry, laws > 
ſuits are to be entirely avoided, and the good 
advice of prudent brethren is to be. followed, 
ns they are the beſt referees of ſuch differ- 
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BuT where references are either imprac- 
ticable or unſucceſsful, and courts of law or 


equity muſt at laſt decide, you muſt ſtill fol- 


low the general rules of Maſonry already laid 
down, avoiding all wrath, malice, rancour 


and perſonal ill-will, in carrying on the ſuit 


with a brother; neither ſaying or doing any 
thing to hinder the continuance or renewal 


of that brot herly love and friendſhip which 
are the glory and cement of this ancient 
fraternity. 


Tuus ſhall we ſhew to all the works the 
benign influences of Maſonry, as wile, true, 
and faithful brethren, before us, have done 
from the beginning of time ; and as all who 
ſhall follow us, and would be thought wor- 
thy of that name, will do till architecture 
thall be diſſolved, with the great fabric of 
the world, in the laſt general conflagration !

No brother can be Mas TER of a Lodge 
till he has firſt ſerved the office of Warden 
| ſomewhere; unleſs in extraordinary caſes, 
or when a new Lodge is to be formed, and 
no paſt or former Warden is to be found 
among the members. In ſuch caſes, three 
' Mafter-Maſons, although they have ſerved in 
no former offices (if they be well learned) 
may be conſtituted Maſter and Wardens of 
ſuch new Lodge, or of 4 old Lodge in the 2 


like emergency. 


Tu Maſter of every Lodge ſhall be choſen 
by ballot on the ſtated Lodge night, next 
before each St. Fohn's Day; and the prefent 

Wardens (where they regularly are) ſhall be 

put up among the number of candidates for 
the Chair; but ſhall then withdraw, while 
every free member (viz. all who have paid 
up their fines and dues, or have been excuſ- 

ed payment according to law) gives his vote 
in favor of him whom he deems moſt wor- 
thy. Each free member hath one vote, and 
the Maſter two votes, where the number of 


votes happens to be _ ; otherwiſe he has 
but one vote.

and dignity) to ſee that all the bye-laws of 
his Lodge, as well as the general regulations 
from the Grand Lodge, be duly obſerved ; 
that his Wardens diſcharge their office faith- 
fully, and be examples of diligence and ſo- 
briety to the craft; that true and exact mi- 
nutes and entries of all proceedings be made 
and kept by the Secretary; that the Trea- 
ſurer keep and render exact and juſt accounts

, At a Grand Lodge, November 27, DOR it was ordered, 
that the note, page 28, ſhould be repealed, and that no per- 
ſon be made in future under the age of Twenty-one, 
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the rules before laid down) for learning and 
underſtanding the ſublime myſteries of the 
art. Thus ſhall the Lords or Founders be 
well ſerved, and the craft not deſpiſed. Thus 
alſo ſhall ſuch Apprentices, when expert in 
the buſineſs of their apprenticeſhip, be ad- 
mitted, upon further improvement, as Fel- 
low-Crafts ; and, in due time, be raiſed to 
the ſublime degree of Maſter-Maſons ; ca- 
pable themſelves to undertake their Lord's 
work; animated with the proſpect of paſſing 
in future through all the higher honors of 
Maſonry, viz. thoſe of Wardens and Maſters 
of their Lodges, and perhaps at length of 
GRAND WaARDENs and GRAND MASTERS 
of all the Lodges, according to their merit.

when preſent. It is likewiſe his duty, toge- 
ther with his Wardens, to attend the Grand 
Lodge at the quarterly communications, and 
alſo the Steward's Lodge, and ſuch occaſional 
or ſpecial grand communications as the good

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of the craft may require, when duly ſum- 
moned by the Grand Secretary, and within

in the Grand or Steward's Lodge, and at 


general as well as ſpecial communications, 
the Maſter and Wardens, or either of them, 
have full power and authority to repreſent 
their Lodge, and to tranſact all matters rela- 
tive thereto, as well and truly as if the whole 
I were there preſent. 


Tur Maſter has the right 1 appointing 


ſome brother (who is moſt commonly the

2. Tus 3 Wards facceeds to all the 


| duties of the Maſter, and fills the Chair 


when he is abſent. Or if the Maſter goes 
abroad on buſineſs, reſigns, demits or is de- 
poſed, the Senior Warden ſhall forthwith fill 
his place till the next ſtated time of election. 
And although it was formerly held, that in 
ſuch caſes the Maſter's authority ought to 
revert to the laſt paſt Maſter who is preſent, 
yet it is now the ſettled rule that the autho- 
rity devolves upon the Senior Warden, and in 
his abſence upon the Junior Warden, even 
although a former Maſter be preſent. But 
the Wardens will generally wave this privi-

Chair, upon the preſumption of his experi- 
ence and ſkill in conducting the buſineſs of 
the Lodge. Nevertheleſs, ſuch paſt Maſter 


ſtill derives his authority under the Senior 


Warden, and cannot act till he congregates 
the Lodge. * If none of the officers be 
preſent, nor any former Maſter to take the 
Chair, the members according to ſeniority 


and merit ſhall fill the places of the abſent 
officers. + 


* Pak . of the Wardens in the 
Lodge is, generally, to aſſiſt the Maſter in 
conducting the bufineſs thereof, and ma- 
naging the craft, in due order and form, 
when the Maſter is preſent; and in doing 
his duties (as above ſet forth) when he is 

neceſſarily abſent; all which is to be learned 
from the foregoing ſection.

Tar SrczETARY ſhall keep a regular 
regiſter or record of all tranſactions and pro- 
ceedings of the Lodge, that are fit to be 
committed to writing; which ſhall be faith- 
fully entered in the Lodge-books, from the 
minutes taken in open Lodge, after being 
duly read, amended (if neceſſary) and ap- 
proved of, before the cloſe of every meet- 
ing; in order that the ſaid tranſactions, or 
authentic copies thereof, may be ready to

Is particular, the Secretary mall 13 ex- 
act liſts of all the Members of the Lodge, 
with the times of admiſſion of new mem 
bers; and, upon or near every St. fohn's 
Day, ſhall prepare, and fend to the Secre- 
tary of the Grand-Loage, the lift of mem- 
bers for the time being, which ſhall be ſign- 
cd not only by the new inſtalled officers of 
each Lodge, but alſo by the laſt paſt officers ; 
to the intent that the Grand Secretary, and

may be at all times enabled to know the 
names and number of members in each

TRE Treaſurer is to receive and keep exact 
accounts of al! monies raiſed, or paid in ac- 
cording to rule, for the advancement of the 
Lodge and benefit of the brethren; and to 
pay all orders duly drawn upon him by the 
authority of the Lodge. He is to keep re-

Tur Treaſurer is likewiſe to have the

brother for that particular duty; or when 
the officers of the Lodge may take the charge 
immediately upon themſelves. The warrant 


in particular is in the charge and cuſtody of 
the MASTER. — s1cr.

Tur Tyler ſhall be a Miſter-Miaſon, of 


knowledge and experience; and generally a 
brother is to be preferred, to whom the fees 
of the office may be neceſſary and terviceable,

His duty is fixed by cuſtom and known to 


every brother; and his chief charge is, not 
to admit any perſon (not even a member, 


while the Lodge is fitting) without the

HE GRAND Lopoꝝ conſiſts of, and 
is formed by, the Maſters and War- 
dens of all the regular particular Lodges upon 


record, with the Grand Maſter at their head, 
the Deputy Grand Maſter on his left, and 
the Grand Wardens in their proper places; 
attended alſo by the Grand Secretary, Grand 
Treaſurer, Grand Tyler, Grand Purſuivant,

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and other neceſſary officers, as will be ex- 
plained in the proper places. But though the 
Maſter and Wardens of all Lodges on record 
have ſeats and a voice in every Grand Lodge- 
general, yet particular Grand Lodges are com- 
poſed properly of the officers of the different 
regular Lodges under the ſame diſtin Grand 
Juriſdiction ; and to form ſuch Grand Lodge, 
there muſt be preſent, on due and legal no- 


tice, no leſs than the Maſters and Wardens 


of five regular Lodges, together with one at 
leaſt (and where potiible or convenient, 4/9 
of the Grand Office: 7s at their head. 


No RW | Lodge is owned, nor can their 
officers be admitted into the Grand Lodge, 
until ſuch new Lodge is firſt regularly conſti- 
tuted by the authority of the Grand Lodge, 
and regiſtered i in the ſame.

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A BROTHER of eminence, and of the 
rank of Maſter, having buſineſs, or whoſe

vate Lodges and ſingle brothers in pacticu- 
lar. Here, therefore, all differences, that 
cannot be made up and accommodated pri- 
vately nor by a particular Lodge, are to be 


ſeriouſly conſidered and decided.

on which, by the zew and wiſe regulations, 
it wi and ordered that no petitions or 
eals ſhall be heard, nor any buſineſs 


Pu ey that tends to interrupt the har- 


mony of the afſembly, but all ſhall be refer- 
red to the next Grand Lodge or Steward's 
Lodge. And in general, whatever buſineſs 
cannot be tranſacted or finiſhed at any one 
meeting of the Grand Lodge may be either 

adjourned to the next meeting of the ſame, 
or,

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or, in the mean while, referred to a proper 

committee, to be by them maturely heard, 
conſidered and reported upon to the ſaid 
next meeting. 


Bx the ancient regulations, Apprentices 
made in private Lodges could not, without 
a diſpenſation from the Grand Maſter, be 
admitted Fellow-Crafts and Maſters in the 
faid private Lodges, but in the Grand Lodge 
only. But this regulation hath been long 
in diſ-uſe; and the Maſter of every private 
Lodge, with his Wardens and the requiſite 
number of his Lodge afſembled in due form, 
can make Fellows and Maſters at diſcretion, 


keeping within the legal number for * 
one * | 


Ir is nevertheleſs ſtill the prerogative of 
the Grand Lodge, and the Right Worſhipful 
Grand Maſter has full power and authority 
(when the Grand Lodge is duly aſſembled). 

to make, or cauſe to be made in his Wor- 
ſhip's preſence, free and accepted Maſons at + 
fight, and ſuch making is good; but they 
cannot be made out of his Worſhip's pre- 
ſence, without his written diſpenſation for 
that . nor is any warranted Lodge 
_ obliged 
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| obliged to receive any of the perſons ſo we 
as n except by vote, and with the 

full conſent of the body of ſuch Lodge. But 
the Right Worſhipful Grand Maſter, with 
the authority of the Grand Lodge, may 
grant them a warrant, and form them into 
2 new Lodge. 


Tun officers of all private Lodges, under 
the juriſdiction of the Grand Lodge, thail 
at every quarterly communication deliver an 
exact liſt of ſuch members as have been 
made, or even admitted by them, fince the 
laſt preceding communication; and books 


ſhall be kept in the Grand Lodge, by ſome 


able brother to be appointed Grand Secreta- | 
ry, in which the ſaid liſts and returns ſhall be 
duly recorded, together with all the Lodges 


in communication, the uſual times and places 


of their forming, and the names of all their 


members. In the ſaid books are alſo to be 
regiſtered, all the proceedings and other af- 
fairs of the Grand Lodge, which are proper 
to be written. | 


Tur Grand Lodge ſhall likewiſe conſider 
of the moſt prudent and effectual means of 
collecting and managing what money may 
accrue 
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| accrue to the general charity fund, rats 
to the rules hereinafter inſerted for that pur- 
| poſe. And for the better conducting of this 
buſineſs, they muſt have a Treaſurer, a bro- 
ther of worldly ſubſtance, whoſe duty and 
privileges, as a member of the Grand Lodge, 
will be laid down under the head of !

SECT. II. o the Election of the Gras D 
1 MasrTR. | 


"You GRAND LopGE muſt meet in F 
convenient place, on St. Jokx the Evange- 


liſt's day (December 27th) in every year, in 5 


order to proclaim the new, or recognize the 
old officers. But it is found convenient that 
the election, or re- appointment, of Grand 
Officers ſhould be held or made a conſidera- 

ble time before St. John's day. The general 
uſage now is, that ſuch election or re-appoint- 
ment ſhould be held or made on the firſt 
| Wedneſday in December, or even ſooner ; 
In order that the Grand Lodge may be com- 
pleatly organized and duly prepared for the 
celebration of the annual feaſt, and other 
important buſineſs of the ſeaſon. 


Bur although it be the inherent right of 
the Grand Lodge to chuſe a new Grand Maſter, 
55 [ as 
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as well as his Deputy and other Grand Off- 
cers yearly by ballot, if a majority of the 

Grand Lodge ſhould fo require it, yet ſuch 
has been the harmony of all Grand Lodges, 
as far back as can be remembered (a few in- 

ſtances only excepted) that the general uſage 

for the re-appointment or new election of a 

Grand Maſter and other Grand Officers is as 
: ra VIZ. 


' APPLICATION is to be made to the pre- 
ſent Grand Maſter by his Deputy (or, if he 
 _negleQts it, by ſome other brother appointed 
by the Grand Lodge) at leaſt one month be- 
fore St. Joux the Evangeliſt's day, in order 
to know whether it will be convenient for 
his Worſhip to favor or honor the frater- 
nity with his ſervices and continuance in 
office for another year. If he conſents to 
continue, then one of the Grand Lodge, de- 
puted for that purpoſe, ſhall repreſent to the 
brethren his Worſhip's good government and 
other valuable qualities; and, in name of 
the Grand Lodge, ſhall humbly requeſt the 
favor or honor of his continuance in office 
another year. If he accepts of this nomina- 
tion and re-appointment (in ſuch addreſs to 


the . as he _y think ſuitable and pro- 
00 : 
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per) the GRAND SECRETARY ſhall thrice 0 
proclaim him aloud —— _ 


GRAND MasTER of MASoONs. 
All the members of the Grand Lodge ſhall 
then ſalute him in due form (if preſent) ac- 


cording to the ancient and laudable cuſtom 
of Maſons. 


Bur if on ſuch application {to be made as 
| aforeſaid one month at leaſt before St. Joux 
the Evangeliſt's day) the preſent Grand 
MasTER, for reaſons ſufficient to himſelf, 
ſhould abſolutely declare it inconvenient for 
him to continue another year in office, his 
advice and recommendation are then to be 
_ requeſted concerning ſome able and fit bro- 
ther as his ſucceſſor, who on the day of elec- 
tion is to be propoſed to the Grand Lodge, 
with any other brother or brothers that may 
be put in nomination by two or more mem 
bers. And the election ſhall be made either 
by holding up of hands or by 4ellot, as may 
be agreed by the majority on motion made 
and ſeconded for that purpoſe ; provided al- - 
ways, that the brother recommended by the 
Grand Maſter in office, as his ſucceſſor, be 
the firſt voted for, either by holding up of 
hands or by ballot, and if he is not choſen, 
the other candidates in the order they. were 
| Feet 
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| propoſed, till one has the majority of voices 
or ballots. When the election is thus made, 
he is to be proclaimed, inſtalled and ſaluted 
as above ſet forth, if preſent ; but if not 
preſent, a day is to be appointed for this 


ceremony, which is a moſt noble and grand 


one, but not to be deſcribed in writing, nor 


ever to be known by any but true Maſter 
Maſons. The ceremony of inſtalling the aw 
Grand Maſter is to be conducted by the laſt 

Grand Maſter, but he may nevertheleſs order 
any brother well ſkilled in the ceremony to 
agſſiſt him, or to act as his Deputy on — - 


occaſion. 


TIF the preſent Grand Maſter ſhould be at 
a diftance from the Grand Lodge at the time 
propoſed for requeſting his continuance in 
office, or his recommendation of a ſucceſſor; 
or if the ſucceſſor he may recommend ſhould 
be at a diſtance, the GRAN D SECRETARY | 
ſhall, in behalf of the Lodge, write to one 
or both of them as the caſe may require, in 
order to be informed of their intentions, 
ſhould the choice or appointment of Grand 
Maſter fall upon them; and copies of ſuch 
letters, as well as of the anſwers, ſhall be 
inſerted in the Grand Lodge books.

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IN caſe the new Grand Maſter, when no- 


minated or choſen as above, cannot attend 


at the time appointed for his inſtalment, he 
may be inſtalled by proxy, on ſignifying his 
acceptance of the office; but ſuch proxy muſt 
be either the laſt or a former Grand Maſter, 
or elle a "7 reputable ou Maſter. 


ITES III. 07 the Election or Appointment 
of the DrrurY GRAND MasTER. 


Taz laſt Grand Maſter thus Sine 
or a new Grand Maſter thus appointed and 
inſtalled, it hath always been conſidered as 
his inherent right to nominate and appoint 


the Deputy Grand Maſter (either the laſt or 


a a new one; ) becauſe as the Grand Maſter is 


generally a brother of the firſt eminence for 
birth, as well as abilities and long expe- 
rience, and cannot be ſuppoſed to be able 
to give his attendance on every emergency, 
it hath been always judged needful not only 
to allow him a Deputy, but that ſuch De- 
puty ſhould be a perſon in whom he can 
perfectly confide, and with whom he can 
have full harmony; for which reaſon it is 

proper that the Grand Maſter ſhould * 
the nomination of his Deputy; although (as 
aforeſaid) caſes may ariſe when the Grand 


Lodge 
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Lodge may exerciſe the right of rejecting 
the Grand Maſter's nomination, and of 
chuſing for themſelves ; of which caſes (al- 
_ tho' they ſeldom happen) a majority of the 
Lodge can only be judges. The Deputy 
Grand Maſter being thus continued, or a 
new one appointed or choſen as above, he 


| ſhall be proclaimed, ſaluted and congratu- . 


lated in due form on his firſt appearance in 
the Lodge; for neither the Deputy nor 
Grand Wardens can be allowed to appear 


by proxy, this being the fole prerogative 
of the Grand Maſter. _

WARDENS. 


1 to the old regulations, the 
Grand Maſter had alſo the nomination of 
both the Grand Wardens, they and all the 
officers being only conſidered as his ſubſti- 
tutes and aſſiſtants; or ſuch as might have 
occaſion at different times to ſupply his ab- 
| ſence in the . 


Bor this old regulation having been ſome- 
times found inconvenient, the Grand Lodge 
now reſerve to themſelves the election of 
Grand Wardens, and any member has a right 


| do propoſe one or both the candidates, either 


the 
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the old Wardens, or new ones; and the two 
perſons who have the majority of votes or 
| ballots, ſtill preſerving due harmony, are 
declared duly elected. The brother who has 
the greater number of votes of the two (if 
choſen by a joint vote) is ſtiled Senior Grand 
Warden, and the other Junior Grand Warden; 
although it ſeems a better cuſtom to have 
ſeparate ballots or votes, viz. Firſt for the 
Senior and next for the Junior Grand War- 
den; or to write Senior and Junior againſt 
the names of the reſpective candidates in the 
ballot, or other method of electing. 


SecT. V. Of the Nomination, Appointment 
and Office of the GRAND SECRETARY. 
Tux office of Grand Secretary hath become 

of very great importance in the Grand Lodge, 

from the multiplicity of matters committed 
to his care, and from the abilities and learn 
ing requiſite in the management of them. 

All the tranſactions of the Lodge are to be 

drawn into form and duly recorded by him. 


All petitions, applications and appeals are to 1 5 


paſs through his hands. No warrant, cer- 
tificate or inſtrument of writing from the 
Grand Lodge is authentic, without his atte- 
| ſation and fignature, and his affixing the 

Grand Seal as the laws require. The gene- 
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ral correſpondence with Lodges and brethren 
over the whole world is to be managed by 
him, agreeable to the voice of the Grand 
Lodge, and directions of the Grand Maſter 
or his Deputy, whom he muſt, therefore, be 
always ready to attend, with his Afiftants 
or Clerk, and the books of the Lodge, in 
order to give all neceſſary information con- 
cerning the general ſtate of matters, and 
what is proper to be done upon any emer- 


- gency. 


For theſe reaſons, at every annual election 
or appointment of Grand Officers, the no- 


mination or appointment of the Grand Se- 


cretary is conſidered as the inherent right of 
the Grand Maſter, being properly his Ama- 
nuenſis, and an officer as neceſſary to him as 
his Deputy. It is therefore held, under the old 

regulations, which yet ſtand unrepealed, that 
if the Grand Lodge ſhould diſapprove either 
of the Deputy Grand Maſter, or Grand Se- 

cretary, they cannot diſannul their appoint- 
ment without chuſing a new Grand Maſter, 
by which all his appointments will be ren- 

dered void. But this is a caſe which hath 


but very ſeldom happened, and which all 


true Maſons hope there never will be uy 


5 occaſion to make a proviſion againſt, 
Try 
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Tux Grand Secretary, by virtue of his 
office, is a member of the Grand Lodge, 
and hath a vote in every thing except in 


chuſing Grand Officers. He alſo hath the 


right of appointing his own Deputy, or Aſ- 
ſiſtant Grand Secretary and Clerk. But ſuch | 
Deputy or Clerk muſt be a Maſter Maſon, 
and ſhall not be a member of the Grand 
Lodge by virtue of his appointment, nor 
| ſpeak without being allowed or commanded, 
| unleſs he hath otherwiſe a right, by having 
paſſed the Chair in the Grand or  fome regu- 
lar private Lodge. 


SECT. VI. Of the Elefion and Office of 
GRAD TREASURER. 


Tux Grand TREASURER is elected by 
the body of the Grand Lodge, in the ſame 
manner as the Grand Wardens; he being 
confidered as an officer peculiarly reſponſible 
to all the members in due form affembled, 
as having the charge of their common ſtock 
and property. For to him is committed the 
care of all money raifed for the general cha- 
rity and other uſes of the Grand Lodge; an 
account of which he is regularly to enter in 

_ 2 book, with the reſpective ends and uſes for 


K which 
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which the ſeveral ſums are intended. He is 
likewiſe to pay out, expend or diſburſe the 
ſame upon ſuch orders, ſigned, as the rules of 


the Grand Lodge i in this — ſhall allow 
to be valid. 


Tun Grand Treaſurer, by virtue of his 
office, is a member of the Grand Lodge, and 
hath power to move the ſame in any matter 
that concerns his office, and to vote in all 
buſineſs (provided he hath paſt the Chair) 
except in the choice of Grand Officers. He 
hath a right to appoint an Aſſiſtant or Clerk, 
who muſt be a Maſter Maſon, but ſhall have 
no vote, nor be a member of the Grand 
Lodge, nor fpeak without being allowed or 
commanded, unleſs otherwiſe entitled to a 
ſeat, as having paſt the Chair in the Grand 
or ſome W e private Lodge, 


Tux Grand Treaſurer, or his Aſſiſtant or 
Clerk, ſhall always be preſent in the Lodge, 
and ready to attend the Grand Maſter and 
other Grand Officers, with his books for 
inſpection when required; and likewiſe any 
Grand Committee that may be appointed for 
adjuſting and examining his accounts. 


SECT, 
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Sr EC 7. VII. 07 the Grand Tyler, and Grand 
Purſiuvant. | 


Tuzsx officers and miniſters of the Grand 
Lodge muſt be Maſter Maſons, but none of 
them are members of the Grand Lodge, nor 
allowed to ſpeak without orders. The Ty? 
ler's duty is to look after the door on the 
outward fide, to ſee that none but members 
enter in, and to ſummon the members on 
ſpecial occaſions and emergencies, by order 
of the Grand Maſter or his Deputy, fignified 
to him under the hand of the Grand Secre- 

tary or his Deputy. 


Tux buſineſs of the Purſuivant is to ſtand 
at the inward door of the Grand Lodge, and 
to report the names and titles of all that 
want admittance, as reported to him by the 
Tyler. He is alſo to go upon meſſages, and 
perform ſundry other ſervices known only 1 in 


the Longs: 1 5 


Tur Grand Deacons, whoſe duty i is well 
known in the Grand Lodge, as particular 
aſſiſtants to the Grand Maſter and Senior 
Warden in conducting the buſineſs of the 
Lodge, are always members of the ſame; 
and may be either nominated occaſionally on

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every Lodge night from among the members 


| preſent, or appointed annually by the Grand 
Maſter and Senior Grand Warden. 


TazsE in general are the preſent duties 


of theſe officers ; and when any thing further 


| ſhall be made their duty in the Grand Lodge, 
it will be explained by a new regulation. 


sxer. VIII General Rules for conducting the 
Bufineſs of the Grand Lodge, in caſe of tbe 
Abſence of any of the Grand Officers. 


Ir the Grand Maſter is abſent at any meet- 
ing of the Grand Lodge, ftated, occaſional, 


monthly, or annual, the * is to ſupply 
is place. 


Ir the Deputy be likewiſe abſent the Se- 
nior Grand Warden takes the Chair, and in 
his abſence the Junior Grand Warden. And 
— by the old regulations, any Maſter 
r paſt Maſter of a Lodge, that had been 
longeſ a Maſon, had the preference of the 
Chair in the abſence of the Grand Maſter 
and his Deputy, yet now the rule is, that all 
Grand Officers, preſent and paſt, take place 
of every Maſter of a Lodge, and the preſent 
Grand Officers take place of all paſt Grand 
Officess. Nevertheleſs, any of them may

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wave their privilege, to do honor to any 

eminent brother and paſt Maſter, whom the 
Lodge may be willing to place i in the Chair 
on any particular — 


Ir neither any of the preſent nor paſt 
Grand Officers are preſent at any Grand 
Lodge duly ſummoned, the Maſter of the 
fenior private Lodge who may be preſent is 
to take the Chair, although there may be 
Maſters of Lodges preſent, who are older 
Maſons _ him. 


; By T to prevent diſputes, the Grand Maſter, 
when he finds he muſt be neceſſarily abſent 
from any Grand Lodge, uſually gives a ſpe- 
cial commiſſion, under his hand and ſeal of 
office, counterſigned by the Grand Secretary, 
to the Senior Grand Warden, or in his ab- 
fence to the Junior, or in caſe of the abſence 
of both, to any other Grand Officer or par- 
_ ticular Maſter of a Lodge, paſt or preſent, 
to ſupply his place, pro hac vice, if the De- 
puty Grand Maſter ſhould not attend, or be 

neceſſarily abſent. 


Bur if there be no ſpecial commiſſion 
appointing matters otherwiſe, the general 
rule of precedence 1 is, that the Junior Grand

nnn neither the Grand Wardens of the 
preſent, nor of any former, year are in com- 


pany, the Grand Maſter, or he that legally 


preſides in his ſtead, calls forth whom he 


plieaſes to act as Deputy Grand Maſter and 

SGrand Wardens pro tempore; although the 
5 preference 18 generally given to the Maſter. 
or paſt Maſter of the oldeſt Lodge preſent. 
The preſiding Grand Officer has the further

Lodge, muſt depute a paſt officer of his par-

the preſent Grand Officers, except in places 
t too great a diſtance from the Grand Lodge. 


| In fuch caſe ſome faithful brother, who has 


_ paſſed the Chair, &c. ſhall have a proper 
deputation under the Grand Lodge feal, if 
the order is made in the abſence of the 


| Grand Maſter and his Deputy, or under 


their private ſeals, if they are preſent and 


|  fign the ſame. But it muſt alſo be counter- 


fipned and atteſted by the Grand Secretary, 
to have the full authority of the Grand 
Lodge.—Under ſuch authority, the brother 
fo appointed ſhall act as Grand Maſter, pro 
tempore, in viſiting old Lodges, or conſtitut- 
ing new ones, in places far diftant from the 

| ſeat of the Grand Lodge, and in remote 
Countries, or beyond ſeas, where the Grand 
Olicers cannot * attend. 


Tux brethren of all the regular Lodges, 
In the fame general juriſdiction and Grand 
Cammunication, if within any reaſonable 
and practicable diſtance, ſhall meet in ſome 
convenient place on St. Jonx's Day, and 

when 
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when buſineſs is over, they may repair to 
their feſtival dinners, either in their-own, or 
any other regular Lodge, as they ſhall think 
moſt convenient. And any brethren around 
the globe (who are found true and faithful 

members of the ancient craft) may be ad- 
mitted as ſojourners, till they have built a 
. houſe of their own. But only thoſe who are 


members of the Grand Lodge muſt be within 


doors, during the election of Grand Officers. 


Sxcr. X. Particular Rules m the G ET 
Lodge of Pennßylvania. 


5 Every Grand Lodge has an inherent 
power and authority to make local ordinances 
and new regulations, as well as to amend and 

explain the o/d ones, for their own particular 
benefit and the good of Maſonry in general; 
provided always, that the ancient land marks 
be carefully preſerved, and that ſuch regula- 
tions be firſt duly propoſed in writing for the 
conſideration of all the members, and be at 
-laſt duly enacted with the conſent of the 
majority. This has never been diſputed; 
for the members of every Grand Lodge are 
the true repreſentatives of all the fraternity 
in communication, and are an abſolute and 
independent body, with legiſlative authori- 
ty. provided (as aforeſaid) that the n = 
L Ma- ; 
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ed, nor any of the old land marks removed.

Such were many of the early Jewiſh Converts. The new 
Law of CaurisT, which promiſed them Liberty from the 
ancient ſpiritual Bondage, they interpreted into a Scheme of 
ſuch unbounded Licentiouſneſs, as diſſolved all Obligations 
even of their own moral Law ; which, he expreſly told them, 
he < came not to deſtroy, but to fulfil.” Affecting to conſider 
themſelves as the peculiar Favorites of God, and under his 
ſole Government, they ſought an Exemption from the Authe- . 
rities of this World, and were for trampling under Foot the 
Fowers ordained, or permitted, by him. 


Thus, forgetting the Spirit of the Goſpel, and blown up 
with the Pride of their own Spirit, they treated with Con. 
tempt all whom they conſidered as Unbelievers, or leſs righ- 
teous than themſelves. In * 295 they thought that 
| their 
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their ſaperios Profeſions of Sandity and PIE Zeal would 
attone for all Sorts of Malice, Guile, Hypocriſy, Envies 
„ and Evil Speaking ;” and, in public Life, would juſtify 
Seditions, Murders, and the Deſtruction of their Brethren 


. Miſerable Infatuation! as if the Gop of all Lowe and 
Goodneſs could be ſerved, by extirpating from our Hearts not 
only thoſe native Dictates of Humanity, which were implanted 

to give us ſome Degree of Happineſs in this World, but 

thoſe nobler Leſſons of CHRISTIAN CRARIT , which are our 
beſt Preparation for the unbounded — of the World 

| to come!
